Chicago, Nov . 9 .—The financial sit­ 
uation of Chicago and the Northwest 
is mainly a m atter of 
unblocking. 
T hat is to say , the ordinary facilities 
for commerce and banking hav e been 
curtailed by the shortage of current 
money . 
The bankers are taking steps 
to return to normal conditions. 
They 
do not consider it safe y et, howev er, 
to begin the pay ment of current mon­ 
ey whenev er demanded and checks on 
the clearing house for small amounts 
are now in preparation to be used as 
current money if conditions fail to im­ 
prov e. 
It 
is 
almost 
certain 
that 
these 
checks will be issued Monday , and sev ­ 
eral millions of them will then be 
av ailable. 
But meanwhile the coffers 
of the banks and the pockets of in­ 
div iduals will hav e been som ewhat re­ 
plenished by the importation of ov er 
$6,000,000 in gold and deposits by the 
United States gov ernment in national 
banks will hav e been increased sev ­ 
eral millions. 
Seemingly , it is a q ues­ 
tion of a few weeks at the longest, 
when money will be freely in circula­ 
tion. 
But meanwhile there m ust be con­ 
siderable strain. 
So far as is known 
to persons closely in touch with finan­ 
cial affairs in Chicago, there is not a 
bank which may be considered weak, 
and the sam e is mainly true through­ 
out 
the 
Northwest. 
Small 
banks 
which hav e no special protection may 
fail, but there is hardly more of that 
sort of thing now than in ordinary 
times. 
As to large corporations there 
is no weakness ex cept that which is 
obv ious to any body familiar with the 
reports of such corporations and their 
m ethods for y ears past. 
W ith some 
it is a m atter of discontinuing pur­ 
chases and making collections. These 
collections will be facilitated by the 
clearing house dev ices now in use or 
hereatfer to be put in operation. There * 
has been some anx iety with respect to 
The large amount of commercial na- 
p er which has been put afloat tnrough ! 
broker^, but in many instances it is 
known that such paper has been met 
promptly and no trouble from that 
q uarter has y et been announced. 
There is no doubt 
but that the 
Northwest is richer now than ev er; 
not merely in fix ed assets, but in im­ 
mediately av ailable capital. 
As a 
small illustration it may be mentioned 
that the shipm ents of wheat and flour 
for nineteen weeks of the crop y ear 
am ount to 82,253,000 bushels against 
„63,666,000 the corresponding period of 
fast y ear^ and the amount of money 
receiv ed for this produce is much 
greater per unit than last y ear. 
It Is 
to be assumed that shipm ents from 
this time on will be less activ e than 
heretofore, because the supply of cur­ 
rency is small, and many of the farm ­ 
ers refuse to accept checks. 
This 
v ery fact, howev er, shows that the 
producing class is financially strong 
enough to sell when it gets ready . The 
country banks hav e more currency 
than ordinarily at this time of y ear, 
but are holding it for fear it will be 
hoarded by indiv iduals if paid out. 
The ex cess of shipm ents of curren­ 
cy ov er receipts in Chicago during Oc­ 
tober was $24,711,310, against $16,755,- 
500 the corresponding month of last 
y ear. 
Chicago 
banks 
are 
treating 
country banks as they do indiv iduals, 
that is. giv ing them the little currency 
they m ust hav e, and holding the re­ 
m ainder f o$ future needs. 
The banks 
in Chicago also 
hav e been calling 
loans to grain men to some ex tent in 
order to force the produce to market. 
The conseq uence has been a decline 
in the price of agricultural products. 
The am ount of money that can be 
realized to the W est from agricultural 
products is well indicated by the fact 
that the v isible supply of w heat in this 
country is now ov er 43,000,000 bush­ 
els. as against 37,000.000 a y ear ago, 
while the price is higher. 
There has not been a whisper of 
danger to any of the well-known bro­ 
kerage houses in Chicago, and the ex ­ 
tent of the losses in stocks from a 
speculativ e point of v iew is measured 
by the m isfortunes of two or three 
capitalists and the common run of 
100- 
share operators. 
The situation is 
therefore strong, and the immediate 
future depends only on the skill and 
luck with which the banks steer this 
section of the country out of the maze 
of clearing house checks and pay -roll 
checks and into the normal condition 
in which current money will be as 
abundant as it was before the panic.

in the lightning-like clutch o f the huge 
bo a co nstricto r, in the singing po i­ 
so ned arro w deadlier than tjhe co bra’s 
bite o r in the fo rm o f the dread beri­ 
beri fever, which drags the stro ngest 
man shrieking to the grave in fo rty- 
eight ho urs. 
“The almo st impenetrable fo rests o f 
Brazil,” said Mr. Bo ynto n in speaking 
o f his pro po sed expeditio n, •“are, I be­ 
lieve, the mo st wo nderful, the mo st 
beautiful and the mo st terrible places 
in the wo rld. 
“The flo o ding o f the rivers in the 
rainy seaso n has washed away the 
earth fro m the tangled ro o ts o f the 
trees, and in so me instances the trunks 
sho o t up fro m the mass o f .ro o ts twen­ 
ty' feet abo ve o ne’s head. The heavy 
fo liage with the millio ns o f trailing 
vines and creepers thro ugh which it is 
necessary to cut a path with machetes 
fo rms a dense shade, and i have go ne 
fo r many days witho ut seeing the sky. 
“In the tributaries o f llie Amazo n 
are fo und a greater variety o f fish 
than in any o ther river in the wo rld, 
and the fo rests are alive with birds o f 
all .kinds o f brilliant co lo rs. There are 
103 varieties o f the humming bird al­ 
ready catalo gued, and we ho pe to add 
still mo re to the sto re o f o rnitho lo gical 
kno wledge. 
“Matto Grasso is tlie name o f the 
regio n which we will be the first white 
men ¡to penetrate and means ‘tangled 
fo rests.’ It lies between the fifth and 
tenth parallels and the fiftieth and sev­ 
entieth meridians and, as yo u may see 
by the map. is marked ‘unexplo red.’ 
“Our party will co nsist o f six well 
kno wn American scientists and ac 
equal number o f Brazilian experts. 
Then there will 1** abo ut twelve uni 
versity graduates and numero us serv­ 
ants, o r abo ut fifty iu all. 
Alread.y 
thirty university men have applied« 
but I « hall insist o u a rigid physical 
examinatio n and shall take o nly the 
fittest, ds 1 do no t wish o ur expeditio n 
to beco me a funeral pro cessio n. 
“We will make an especially fine co l­ 
lectio n o f birds and will send animals 
to the zo o lo gical garden in the Bro nx 
which have never been seen in captiv­ 
ity, such as the big inaued waif, the 
giaut o tter, the spectacled bear, Hntn 
bo ldt’s lo go thric, a large specses o f 
ape, and the ant eaters. 
“In additio n we will make a st&dy o f 
the natural advantages o f the co untry, 
its wo o ds and minerals, and wCI re­ 
co rd as far .as po ssible the languages 
and custo ms.o f the native tribes. The 
savages, w bo live o nly o n the banks o f 
the rivers, are in a very primitive state 
and when aro used are savage fighters. 
“We ho pe to avo id tro uble, but will 
take alo ng aluminium shields as a pro ­ 
tectio n against their deadly arro ws if 
any uupleasantness sho uld arise. They 
are cannibals in time o f war and whes 
there is a famine will eat even their 
o wn children. Fo r the mo st part, ho w 
ever, they are peaceful unless they 
fear they are abo ut to be attacked. 
“Do I think there will be much dan­ 
ger in the trip? 
Yes, there will be 
eno ugh fo r even the mo st ventureso me. 
There wilt be danger fro m the natives, 
fro m fever, fro m po iso no us snakes and 
reptiles and fro m' wild animals—-the 
jaguar, which lies in wait o n an o ver­ 
hanging branch, and the peccaries, the 
vicio us wild bo ars, which gather in 
great numbers at night and. surro und­ 
ing a sleeping camp, ‘rush’ it like a 
baud o f Filipino guerrillas. 
On such 
o ccasio ns yo u lcau o ut o f yo ur ham­ 
mo ck and sho o t and sho o t, but still 
they co me o n. and If by chance yo u 
sho uld lo se yo ur balance and fall”— 
The explo rer smiled. 
“Then there are the alligato rs, which 
are the largest in the wo rld. 
But o f 
co urse all tho se things must be co unt­ 
ed In the day’s wo rk.” 
Mr. Bo ynto n said he knew o f certain 
diamo nd fields in the district to be co r 
ered which he believed might be o p 
erated. and there were vast tracts o f 
rubber fo rests which co uld be made 
very pro fitable if the Brazilian go v 
eminent co uld be induced to grant co n­ 
cessio ns,

The success o f Secretary Geo rge B. 
Co rtelyo u o f the treasury department 
in handling the recent co mplex finan­ 
cial situatio n in New Yo rk is tho ro ugh­ 
ly typical o f the man, s^y his friends, 
who declare Secretary Co rtelyo u has 
•never yet failed no t o nly to rise to 
every emergency wTith which he has 
been co nfro nted, but to ' rise abo ve it. 
It may be fo rgo tten by so me that the 
very financiers in Wall street with 
who m Secretary Co rtelyo u held daily 
co nferences and 
who 
accepted 
his 
wo rd and his advice as law’ were less 
than o ne year ago o ppo sing his co nfir­ 
matio n as secretary o f the treasury o n 
the gro und that he was no t fitted by 
experience fo r the po sitio n, says Lero y 
T. Verno n, Washingto n’s co rrespo nd­ 
ent o f the Chicago New s. 
While the senate has rarely ever 
failed to co nfirm a no minatio n o f a 
cabinet o fficer sent to It by a president 
and w hile the co nfirmatio n o f Mr. Co r­ 
telyo u was never serio usly in do ubt, 
nevertheless there was a decided o ppo ­ 
sitio n to him in financial circles in 
New Yo rk, which made its presence 
felt in the senate. 
Secretary Co rtelyo u to o k ho ld o f the 
treasury department with a distinct 
understanding between him and the 
president that he was to run the de­ 
partment witho ut interference. He ho d 
certain po licies o f his o wn he wished 
put into o peratio n, co t thè least impo r­ 
tant o f w hich was that he determined 
to take the treasury no t o nly o ut o f 
po litics, but o ut o f the sto ck market 
This was revo lutio n o f the wo rst so rt 
fro m a Wall street standpo int, but It 
to o k just o ne lesso n to teach “the 
street’’ that it was face to face with a 
new regime to the treasury depart­ 
ment. 
In less than a mo nth after Mr. Oo r 
telyo u to o k his new o ffice he go t his 
first baptism o f fire. Tse panic o f last 
March came « o n. There is no gainsay­ 
ing the fact that the new secretary 
was nervo us o ver the situatio n. 
lie 
had his ideas ho w such things Sho uld 
be handled, but he had never applied 
them practically, altho ugh assured by 
so uud financiers that tbev were prac­ 
tical. 
Bight in the heat o f the crisis, 
ho wever, an o ppo rtunity came clo ser 
at ho me tban he expected fo r an ex­ 
hibitio n o f this o wn co nfidence in him­ 
self and his plans. 
That o ppo rtunity came at a cabinet 
meeting. The cabinet w as assembled, 
and certain members o f it who had 
been besieged by friends in financial 
circles to ¡urge that the go vernment 
co me 
to 
tlieir 
assistance 
cro wded 
aro und tbe cabinet table with anxio us 
faces. 
At the o utset o f the meeting 
no t o ne, but several, jo ined in the 
request that the financial crisis be 
made the subject o f the meeting. It is 
related that the president said he 
tho ught it'fair that the secretary o f the 
treasury sho uld first be allo wed to tell 
the cabinet what the tro uble was and 
what he had do ne to remedy it. 
Sec­ 
retary Co rtelyo u in a few wo rds laid 
the entire framewo rk o f the pending 
financial situatio n befo re tbe cabinet. 
In an equally sho rt time he .to ld the 
members what he bad clo ne to ease the 
•danger o f a .panic, and lie co ncluded his 
remarks with this sentence: 
“That has been do ne, and it is all 
that will be ¡Clone.” 
Until tlie cabinet fully grasped the 
co mprehensiveness o f Secretary Co rtel- 
yo u’s o wn remedies the members sat 
in o pen mo uthed asto nishment at his 
audacity in bringing tbe discussio n so 
abruptly to a elo se. 
It was plain fro m 
tbe po sitio n be assumed that be wo uld 
no t welco me any further talk o n the 
subject, and When the cabinet mem­ 
bers realized that all had been do ne 
that co uld be do ne anyway there was 
really no thing mo re to be said. 
It is generally understo o d In Wash- : 
Ingto n that Secretary Co rtelyo u car­ 
ries thh> same directness o f metho d 
with him when be go es into Wah 
street to do business with the bankers 
there, 
lie has been making weekly 
depo sits o f go vernment mo ney all sum­ 
mer witho ut advance no tice to any­ 
bo dy ho w much he will depo sit o r 
where he will depo sit it. 
The result 
has been highly satisfacto ry and salu­ 
tary and has taken the treasury de­ 
partment o ut o f the hands o f depo sit 
hunting po liticians and o ut o f the grasp 
o f tbe speculative element always 
ready to swo o p do wn o n ready’ mo ney 
wherever it may be. 
He has made 
warring financial 
factio ns in 
Wall 
street dance to his o w’j music during 
tbe recent crisis, with tbe result that a 
financial 
disturbance 
which 
wo uld 
have shaken the co untry to its fo unda­ 
tio n ten years ago lias been freely aud 
fairly met and curbed. The spectacle 
o f mo ney po uring into Wall street fro m 
speculative co ffers to save the entire 
situatio n instead o f being used in bear 
raids to destro y o ne-half o f the inter­ 
ests invo lved is regarded as the mo st 
ho peful sign ever exhibited there. It Is 
apparent that Mr. Co rtelyo u no w has 
the co nfidence o f the business interests 
o f the co untry to a degree no t ap­ 
pro ached by any o f his immediate pred­ 
ecesso rs in o ffice--and they w ere bank 
ers and he Is no t. 
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In the war department there is so r­ 
ro w o ver the death o f Co lo nel Leverett 
Hull Walker o f the artillery arm, 
writes the New Yo rk Po st’s Washing­ 
to n co rrespo ndent. 
Co lo nel 
Walker 
was o ne o f the marked exceptio ns to 
the rule that reticent men are seldo m 
po pular. 
He wo uld no t have been re­ 
tired fro m the service 
fo r age fo r 
so me years. 
He was in the West 
Po int class o f 1871, o f which Fred 
Grant was o ne o f the graduates, aud 
Grant is no t yet within sight o f the 
age limit. Abo ut seven years after bis 
graduatio n and when he had just add­ 
ed the first bar to the field o f his 
sho ulder kno t Walker was o rdered to 
West Po int as an instructo r* in tactics. 
This po sitio n put him in co mmand o f 
o ne o f the cadet battalio ns, fo r tbe 
discipline o f w hich he was respo nsible. 
The cadets have a nickname fo r ev­ 
ery o ne and everything. 
It is do ubt­ 
ful if auy o fficer who has served at 
the academy was ever kno wn to the 
cadets—when he was at a distance, o f 
co urse—by his pro per name. 
Walker 
by an easy transitio n was made “Tro t­ 
ter,” and “Tro tter” be stayed until his 
to ur o f duty was o ver, and certain it 
is that there are tho se iu the service 
to day who must have to think twice 
to give his name the right speech gait. 
“Tro tter” was well belo ved by the 
co rps cadets. 
He did his duty in a 
disciplinary way by his cadet co m­ 
pany, but he never mo ved by the right 
and left flank o ut o f tbe regular line 
o f march to catch the cadets at o f­ 
fenses, picayune o ffenses in the main, 
but which so me o fficers, with a mar­ 
tinet's view o f life, tho ught it neces­ 
sary at all times to pb y the spy upo n. 
One night when Walker was o n duty 
at the academy fo ur cadets sto le o ut 
o f barracks after taps and “ran it” to 
Newburg o u a steam launch. There 
had l>eeu no inspectio n o f quarters be­ 
tween taps and reveille fo r so me time, 
and the runaways tho ught they wo uld 
be safe fro m detectlfin. As a precau­ 
tio n o ne o f them, ho wever, a member 
o f Walker’s co mpany, put a dummy In 
his bunk, a dummy made o f a stuffed 
nightshirt with a bo xing glo ve fo r a 
head. 
Wo e betide! There was an Inspec­ 
tio n o f quarters that night, an inspec­ 
tio n pro bably o rdered by the co m­ 
mandant, wh« do ubtless had a suspi­ 
cio n. The fo ur tactical o fficers o f the 
battalio n 
went o n 
tbeir inspecting 
wo rk with dark lanterns, o ne thro ugh 
each co mpany. 
After the inspectio n 
they met o n the po rch o f the barracks. 
Two o f them repo rted absentees, and. 
net with standing the fact that absence 
fro m quarters between taps and re­ 
veille meant dismissal fo r the culprits, 
the o fficers who had fo und them o ut 
anno unced the fact chuckling. 
Anx­ 
io us cadets who had been ro used fro m 
tfaeir sleep by the inspectio n listened 
at nearby windo ws and heard o ne o r 
the chuckling o nes ask Walker if he 
had fo und any absentees, and o ld 
“Tro tter” salt!, “No , thank Go d.” 
A Califo rnia cadet named Dempsey 
o uee smuggled a basket o f peaches 
into bis quarters. 
Dempsey was a 
member o f “Tro tter’s” co mpany. One 
Saturday night when the cadets were 
allo wed to visit o ne ano ther and were 
suppo sed to be exempt fro m fear o f 
inspectio n o f their ro o ms Cadet Demp­ 
sey pulled his basket o f peaches dftt o f 
its hiding place in the chimney, sat 
do wn in a chair with the basket in his 
lap preparato ry to picking o ut a spe­ 
cially fine peach fo r immediate co n­ 
sumptio n. No w. the penalty o f having 
fruit in quarters was ten da "s’ co n­ 
finement and five to urs o f extra guard 
duty. Dempsey had selected his peach. 
There was the regulatio n army o ffi­ 
cer’s tap at the do o r, the do o r flew 
o pen, and in walked “Tro tter.” 
Sheer fo rce o f disciplinary 
habit 
bro ught Cadet Dempsey to his feet at 
attentio n, with his heels to gether, bis 
ch*‘st w ell o ut. his head e/ect—and the 
banket o f peaches o verturned o n the 
flo o r with the co ntents ro lling abo ut 
the feet o f -“Tro tter“ :11k4* a windfall 
in a& o rchard. “Tro tter” seemed to be 
struck with a so rt o f dumb wo nder in 
which so rro w was largely mixed. 
In 
a kind o f bewildered and mechanical 
way ho stretched fo rth his arm with 
the fo refinger o f his hand po inting. 
' ‘Peaches, 
Mr 
Dempsey,” 
he said. 
Then he lo o ked to ward the o pen fire­ 
place. asd, po inting, he said again, 
“reaches, Mr. Dempsey.” 
He lo o ked 
between his feet, sho o k his head and 
said, “Peaches. Mr. Dempsey.” Then 
“Tro tter” becked to ward the do o r and 
stepped o n a peach, nearly lo filng his 
fo o ting. 
“Peaches, 
Mr. 
Dempsey.” 
and with that he disappeared. 
No w, “Tro tter” must have tho ught 
the matter o ver. Peaches in quarters 
was a breach o f discipline, but then 
“Tro tter“ had fo rgo tten it was Satur­ 
day night aud be had go ne to Demp­ 
sey’s ro o m o n a regular study ho ur 
o n Inspectio n, so he weighed the thing 
in his mind, end Dempsey escaped his 
ten days* Co nfinement and his five 
to urs o f extra guard duty because no 
repo rt was tx;med in against him. 
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Two blo cks no rth o f the caplto l 
stands Washingto n’s, co stly new rail­ 
way statio n, which has recently been 
put into service, says a Washingto n 
co rrespo ndent o f the New Yo rk Po st 
White granite fro m V’ermo nt is the 
material o f wTbich the statio n building 
pro per is co nstructed. 
It is <*32 feet 
lo ng and abo ut 211 feet wide. 
The 
general height o f tbe building varies 
fro m <35 feet in the wings to 120 feet 
in tbe main waiting ro o m. 
Leading 
into the general waiting ro o m is the 
entrance under three arches fifty feet 
in height. 
Plenty o f light is supplied 
iu this main waiting ro o m thro ugh a 
circular windo w at each end seventy- 
five feet in diameter and five semicir­ 
cular windo ws at each end thirty feet 
in diameter. The waiting ro o m is per­ 
haps the mo st elabo rate in the co untry 
and measures 220 by 130 feet. 
To tbe east o f this general waiting 
ro o m is the main dining ro o m, with 
mural deco ratio nsmnd marble co lumns. 
To tbe east o f tbe dining and lunch 
ro o ms are the state receptio n suit and 
the president’s ro o m, which takes up 
mo st o f the east wing o f the building 
and is appro ached by a private car­ 
riageway. This wdng is fo r the use o f 
the president, ambassado rs and o ther 
high o fficials upo n 'their arrival and 
departure fro m the capital. 
The main 
receptio n ro o m o f this suit co ntains a 
, to tal area o f 2,130 square feet, and the 
appro ach is so arranged that the presi­ 
dent may pass o ut to the train witho ut 
meeting o ther perso ns in the statio n. 
Fo r the use o f the general public is a 
carriage driveway at tbe extreme west 
o f the statio n, and fro m this the en­ 
trance is directly into the ticket co rri­ 
do r, which is o ver a hundred feet lo ng 
and fifty feet wide. 
It is equipped 
w ith seven ticket bo o ths and baggage 
checking co unters. 
Adjacent are the 
smo king and package ro o ms. 
Perhaps the mo st attractive feature 
o f the new- statio n is the passenger 
co nco urse, extending the entire length 
o f the building o n the no rth side. It is 
lo nger than the caplto l building and Is 
by far the largest ever built. It is said 
to be tlie largest single ro o m under 
ro o f iu the wo rld. So me idea o f its 
size may be gained fro m these figures: 
It co ntains 
9 7.500 square 
feet 
as 
against 75,200 feet in tlie Grand Cen­ 
tral statio n. New Yo rk, and 5S.528 
feet in the co nco urse o f the Pennsylva­ 
nia terminal under co nstructio n in the 
same city. 
Leading fro m this great co nco urse 
are the entrances to the thirty-three 
passenger tracks. These tracks are ap­ 
pro ximately 1,200 feet in length, and it 
is estimated that o u great o ccasio ns, 
such as inauguratio ns, two trains can 
be acco mmo dated o u each track, thus 
acco mmo dating sixty-six trains in the 
statio n at the same time. It will be 
several mo uths befo re the furnishings 
iu the state suit are co mpleted, so that 
the president will no t be able to use 
this wing o f the building befo re the 
new’ year. 


Travelin g Auto R epair Sho p. 
A new vo catio n has sprung up o n 
so me o f the large co untry ro ads lead­ 
ing o ut o f Philadelphia. It is that o f 
the itinerant repairer o f auto mo biles, 
its first expo nent was seen o u the Old 
Yo rk ro ad uear Jenkinto wn. where, 
with iiis who le equipment in a bag, he 
walked alo ng the highway l*earing a 
sign. “Auto s Repaired,” says the Phil­ 
adelphia Reco rd. The man is a clever 
machinist who has made a special 
study o f auto mo biles aud w ho se serv­ 
iced are at the co mmand o f any mo to r­ 
ist who needs them, as many auto mo ­ 
bile o wners who drive their o wn ma­ 
chines are likely to do . In the case o f 
a breakdo wn he is apt so o n to be 
alo ug, fo r things have pro spered with 
him, and he no w travels and carries 
his to o ls in a striped runabo ut, which 
sho ws evidence that it is o ut fo r busi­ 
ness. In effect he is a traveling auto ­ 
mo bile repair sho p aud as such o ccu­ 
pies abo ut the same relatio n to the 
average auto mo bile as the repair ships 
o f the navy do to the ships o f the line.
